This matter was brought to the at- 


tention of the board of county commis- 
sioners at the regular meeting this 
week by Messrs. O'Neal and Dlckson 
of Orlando, who made a trip to DeLand 
for the purpose of interesting 
the 


board of commissioners in the project 
and suggesting to the members the 
advisability of having Volusia county 
well represented at that time. 
The mid-winter exposition is to take 


the place of the usual Orange county 
fair this year and the business people 
of Orlando are making a strong effort 
to have exhibits from all of the coun- 
ties in the central and south central 
portions of the state. It is estimated 
that between 25,000 and 35.000 people 
attend this fair every year, and there 
will be more people this year because 
of the increased territory to be repre- 
sented. A big majority of these visi- 
tors are strangers to the state .persons 
spending a part of the winter season 
in Florida, and this is considered a 
good opportunity to show what can be 
produced In this section of the state.

By a concurrent resolution adopted 


by the house and senate at the recent- 
y closed session, the attorney general 
was instructed to examine all text 
book contracts existing between the 
several counties of the state not us- 
ng the books prescribed by the com- 
mission and the various text book 
companies furnishing such books and 
to annul all such contracts if not in 
strict compliance with the law prior 
;o the creation of the Florida State 
Text Book commission. 


In examining the contract between 


Volusia county and the several pub- 
lishers furnishing our books, the At- 
torney General finds that the contracts 
were never properly signed and re- 
corded by the county superintendent, 
after having been passed upon by the 
ward of public instruction and signed 
by the chairman; therefore, we have 
been instructed by the attorney gen- 
eral and the state department of edu- 
cation to proceed immediately to adopt 
and put Into use these text books re- 
quired by law. This means we are to 
cast aside all books now In use in 
our schools and put into use the books 
adopted by the text book commission, 
a list of which I hand you herewith. 


You will note that all books now 


In use by our schools, that will be used 
no further, have an exchange value 
which is printed on the fly leaf of 
each book taking its place. For In- 
stance, a Baldwin's reader (which will 
be used no longer) Is worth so much 
as an exchange value. Such a book 
presented with the amount In money, 
printed in the back of Wheeler's read- 
er (which takes It* place) will pay for 
the new book. All books now In use 
in our schools, that will be used no 
longer, have an exchange value. The 
several publishers 
famishing the 


books will furnish dealers with all in- 
formation relative to exchange values. 


Teachers will be required to exer- 
cise great care In potting these books 
Into use. See that every book pre- 
scribed by the commission Is used, 
provided that subject 4* being taught 
In the school. This contract does not 
affect high school book*. 
Since th* text books are to be 
changed, the course of study will also 
have to be changed, which may re- 
quire some tlm*. In th* *vrat this 
course Is not ready for the opening 
of th* schools, a circular letter will 
b* Issued by this office setting forth 
th* outline In general to b* followed 
until th* prescribed cows* may b* 
placed Into th* hand* of th* teach*™.

Text Book commission in 1911. 
By a concurrent resolution adopted 


by the house and senate at the recent- 
y closed session, the attorney general 
was instructed to examine all text 
book contracts existing between the 
several counties of the state not us- 
ng the books prescribed by the com- 
mission and the various text book 
companies furnishing such books and 
to annul all such contracts if not in 
strict compliance with the law prior 
;o the creation of the Florida State 
Text Book commission. 


In examining the contract between 


Volusla county and the several pub- 
lishers furnishing our books, the At- 
torney General finds that the contracts 
were never properly signed and re- 
corded by the county superintendent, 
after having been passed upon by the 
ward of public instruction and signed 
by the chairman; therefore, we have 
been instructed by the attorney gen- 
eral and the state department of edu- 
cation to proceed immediately to adopt 
and put into use these text books re- 
quired by law. This means we are to 
cast aside all books now in use in 
our schools and put into use the books 
adopted by the text book commission, 
a list of which I hand you herewith. 


You will note that all books now 


in use by our schools, that will be used 
no further, have an exchange value 
which is printed on the fly leaf of 
each book taking its place. For In- 
stance, a Baldwin's reader (which will 
be used no longer) Is worth so much 
as an exchange value. Such a book 
presented with the amount In money, 
printed in the back of Wheeler's read- 
er (which takes its place) will pay for 
the new book. All books now In use 
in our schools, that will be used no 
longer, have an exchange value. The 
several publishers 
furnishing the 


books will furnish dealers with all In- 
formation relative to exchange values. 


Teachers will be required to exer- 
cise great care In putting these books 
Into use. See that every book pre- 
scribed by the commission is used, 
provided that subject 4* being taught 
hi the school. This contract does not 
affect high school book*. 


Since th* text books are to be 


changed, the course of study will also 
have to be changed, which may re- 
quire some tim*. In the event this 
course is not ready for the opening 
of th* schools, a circular letter will 
b* Issued by this offloe sotting forth 
th* outline In general to b* followed 
until th* prescribed court* may b* 
placed Into th* band* of th* teach*™.

It is generally understood that the 


captain severed his connection with 
the canal company on account of the 
attitude of Its new officials who have 
refused to recognize its responsibili- 
ties toward the state, but he declined 
to discuss the matter. 
Present Conditions Unavoidable— 


"The conditions as they are today 


are unavoidable," said Captain Glea- 
son, in speaking of the coastal canal. 
"The land has been deeded away and 
cannot be reclaimed. At the time the 
grants were made I received hundred! 
of letters from boards of trade and 
other civic organizations, requesting 
that I prevent the giving of the deeds 


I until the terms of the charter had 
been compiled with, but at the time it 
{was impossible.' 


Captain Gleason was connected with 


the canal company for fifteen years 
land during the presidency of John 


I Bradley was superintendent and lead- 
Ing spirit in the organization. The 
death of Mr. Bradley and the removal 
of Geo. F. Miles, who was tbe prin- 
cipal financial backer of the old or- 
ganization, resulted in a complete re- 
organization of the directorate of the 
canal company, and with the reorgani- 
zation new methods were adopted 
which. It is understood, were not 
agreeable to the captain who severed 
his connection with the company. 
Canal Is Not Navigable— 


"At the present time none but small 


pleasure craft is able to safely navl 
gate the inland route, and in the win 
ter time when the waters are un- 
usually low the shallows are extreme- 
iv hazardous," said Captain Gleason. 
"The 
original charter, though, provid- 


ed that the canal should be fifty feet 
wide and at least five feet deep. 


'Eight hundred thousand acres of 


land, dome of it the richest In the 
state, have been given to the landed 
interests for the fulfillment of their 
obligation, and this notwithstanding 


I that nearly a hundred miles of it were 
constructed at practically no expense. 
This section is that north of Indian 
river, where for nearly that distance 
there Is a natural inland canal. 


"Recently $75,000 were appropriat- 


ed, nearly the whole of the remain- 
ing funds, for further dredging and 
construction 
work. The 
contracts 


have been let to a Miami man, Ben 
Johnson, and I hope the work will be 
pushed. However, it Is but a begin- 
ning and if there Is a public-spirited 
man in the district I do hope he will 
start the ball rolling for legislation 
'hat will bring help from the state. 
You people owe it to yourselves as 
the next best thing to trying to reme- 
dy a matter which has long since gone 
beyond your control. For my part. I 
am going to keep at it and I consider 
it the least that I can do if I succeed 
in stirring up the minds of a few of 
those 
who seem to have 
fallen 


asleep." 
No Feeling Against Company— 


"My feeling toward the old organiza- 


tion was and Is the most sympathetic," 
continued Captain GUesson, "and my 
only desire Is to see a perfect Inland 
waterway between the southern por- 
tion of the state and St. Augustine. 
My father was governor of the state 
at the time the first charter was given 
to the company which later reaped 
such a rich harvest 
through the 
state's subsidy of 3.840 acres of land 
for every mile of the Inland canal. 
This subsidy was for the express pur- 
pose of Insuring the proper upkeep 
of the canal and was so understood 
and ordered according to the terms of 
the chatter."

No history of the early settlement 


or of the later business development 
of Volusla county would be complete 
without mention of deceased, who set- 
tled here in 1881, and since that time 
gave his labor and means in support 
of projects for the upbuilding and 
advancement of the county. Through 
the years of an active business career 
he had worked diligently and intelli- 
gently in the initiation and promotion 
of important corporate and business 
interests, had been a founder, a builder 
and a developer, 
his work being 


among the greatest of the forces in 
the growth of 
DeLand 
and Lake 


Helen. 
President of Lumber Company— 


At the time of his death he was 


president of the E. W. Bond Lumber 
company In Lake Helen and connected 
through investment or official service, 
with numerous other commercial, fi- 
nancial or industrial concerns in that 
section of Volusia county. He was 
born in Klrtland, Lake county, Ohio, 
December 9, 1835. Deceased was rear- 
ed upon his father's farm and acquired 
his early education in the 
public 


schools, later attending Kirtland's aca- 
demy. Upon laying aside his books 
he learned the cooper's trade and fol- 
lowed this occupation for one year.'In 
1854 he went to California, where he 
engaged in cold mining for two or 
three years. At the end of that time, 
however, he returned to his native 
state and settled In Willoughby, Ohio, 
where he engaged in manufacturing. 
He organised and became president of 
the Willoughby Wagon Manufacturing 
company and later founded the Bank 
of Willoughby, a private Institution. 


Both of these institutions grew rap- 


Idly, becoming elements in the general 
financial advancement of the section. 
Interested In Lumber Industry— 


In the early 70's Mr. Bond became 


interested in the lumber industry in 
Michigan, building railroads and saw 
mills at Fife lake, in that state, erect- 
Ing them before the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana 
railway 


through the state. 


was 
constructed 


He founded the 


town of Bond in Michigan. 


In the early 80's he returned to Wll< 


loughby, Ohio, Having disposed of his 
lumber interests In Michigan, at which 
time he erected a number of business 
buildings and later on organized the 
Willoughby Milling company in that 
city. 


He served as mayor of Willoughby 


and, 
in tact, affected through his well- 


directed labors, every legitimate phase 
ot business and public activity. In 
May, 
1881, Mr. Bond come to Florida, 


settling first in DeLand, where he con 
ttnued his constructive work along va- 
rious lines. He established the Bond 
Lumber company at 
Bonds Mills, 


which company is still in existence, 
although Mr. Bond had discontinued 
Ms active! nterest interest in this cor- 
poration some time ago. He built the 
first railroad connecting DeLand with 
the St Johns river in 1883. In 1904, 
while still a resident of DeLand, he 
became Interested in property In Lake 
Helen, building a veneer factory and 
saw mill In that town; organizing the 
E. W. Bond Lumber company and as- 
sisting in the organisation of the Bond 
Sand Stone Brick company. 
Constructive Work- 


Mr. Bond was at the time of his 


death the president and vice president 
of these two respective companies. 
In pioneer times he had been foremost 
In the promotion of progressive public 
projects and his work had been ot an 
important and constructive character, 
touching 
and affecting 
practically 


every phase of activity in that sec- 
tion ot the state. Mr. Bond had al- 
ways been prominent In Democratic 
politics and was one of those public- 
spirited and progressive citizens who 
worked for the party's advancement 
rather than for individual success, 
•ucctstful Management- 


Mr. Bond had ever displayed an ap- 


titude for successful management ol 
affairs of magnlture and 
possessed 


marked ability In co-ordinating affairs 
and combining elements into a har- 
monious whole. Moreover, his business 
activities had ever balanced up with 
lie principles of truth and honor, his 
methods have been of a constructive 
character and In his business affairs 
he has never sacrificed the rights and 
privileges of others.

The Pastor declared his text wag 


probably the basis of much of the pre 
vailing confusion on the subject of In 
fant salvation and Infant damnation 
Before discussing his text, he wlshet 
M call attention to a very advanced 
theological step recently taken by the 
Presbyterian General Assembly In the 
United States. According to telegraph 
Ic dispatches. It bad altered the Con 
fesslon of Faith so as to save non-elect 
Infants as well as elect ones. 


The thought that God bad arrange! 


s plan whereby some Infants would 
go to Heaven at death, and other In 
fants to eternal torture, has for cen 
turies troubled the minds of all Chris 
Hans—Catholic and Protestant 
Some 


said that elect Infante -would be saved, 
and non-elect Infants tortured. Others 
held that baptised Infants would be 
saved, and other Infants not baptised 
or sprinkled, would go to eternal tor 
tnre. Others beld tbat none could be 
saved without regeneration; and these 
being perplexed as to how Infanta 
could be regenerated, could hardly have 
any hope of Infant salvation. For cen 
turies good people have suffered terrl 
bly because of these confused Ideas. 


The Pastor then showed how foolish 


all these theories seem when contrast 
ed with the simple and beautiful teach 
Ing of Scripture that tbe salvation of 
all—young and old. of heathen lands 
as well as Christian—Is through the 
resurrection power of Messiah's King 
dom. He then said. Why should we 
trouble longer with the errors of the 
Dark Ages, when God's Word Is now 
shining so brightly? 


Unable to Agree. 


Pastor Russell declared that he fel 


great sympathy for the move of the 
Presbyterian brethren: but neverthe 
less, be could not agree with their con 
elusions, believing that the Btnl 
teacbes otherwise. He realized tha 
the Presbyterian view of Election 
made It difficult for them to deal with 
the non-elect, both adults and Infants 
He found Scriptures declaring tha 
God is selecting the Church from 
amongst tbe world. He conceded tba 
tbose not elect wonld properly be call 
ed non-elect 
But he found nothing 


In the Bible to Indicate tbat non-elec 
tlon to Jolnt-helrship In Messiah's 
Kingdom means predestination to an 
eternity of torture 


Many have been consigning adults 


snd infant" to the number of 00.000 
•very day (30.000 Infants dally), or 32. 
000.000 every year, to eternal torture 
because non-elect unregenerate or un 
baptised. Sorely all Intelligent people 
are oat of accord with sucb a proposl 
tlon. Surely some great mistake has 
been made daring tbe Dark Ages, and 
God has been slandered. 


Tbe Pastor then demonstrated that 


God to the very personification of Wis- 
dom. Justice. Love snd Power; where- 
as a God who wonld foreordain 82.000.- 
000 beings per year to pass to an eter- 
nity of torture would be, not a God. 
bnt tbe most terrible devil Imaginable 
Bible students are realizing that tbe 
bible teacbes nothing of the kind we 
once supposed. As their eyes of un- 
derstanding open, they appreciate the 
Divine character as never before. 


All Condemned Need Redemption. 
After reminding his bearers tbat ac- 


cording to Scripture we are saved by 
faith, ant by being infants, tbe Pastor 
showed conclusively from the Bible 
that although Infants share In Adam's 
death sentence and have provision in 
Jesus' redemptive work, nevertheless 
they can b* saved only by coming to a 
knowledge of God snd Jesus, and then 
exerrlslnf faith and obedience to the 
extent of ability. His position seems 
ondebataWt.
